W ashington political leaders agreed 
today th a t Gov. Al Sm ith’s appeal 
for state control of liquor, as opposed 
to Herbert Hoover’s stand on the dry 
side, has made prohibition perhaps 
the m ajor issue over other problems. 
The politicians foresaw prohibition as 
the Issue which would transcend p ar­ 
ty lines in num erous sections and 
arouse the m ost heated discussions. 
Even the dry leaders, who are as 
far apart as the poles with Sm ith on 
his plan to solve the wet and dry 
question, declared th a t the governor 
had presented 
in h i s acceptance 
speech a frank and candid proposal 
on the subject.

This year gasoline taxes will exceed $ 2 6 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 and may j 
go as high as $ 2 7 5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , while vehicle and drivers’ licenses 
will roll up more than $ 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
This am ount is virtually 
all available for m otor vehicle regulation, highway patrol, and 
high way construction and maintenance. 
Most of it may fairly be 
taken for actual building and upkeep of roads. 
Other taxes in­ 
directly due to motors are on corporations, incomes of m otor 
and oil companies, and property, wheelage and other local levies 
varying throughout the country.

Pennsy Engineer 
Averts Disaster 
Gf Runaway Train 


News Srrvlef*) 
WASHINGTON, Pa., Aug. 23.—J. C. 
Shipley, engineer of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, today was given credit for 
averting a possible serious disaster 
when he hopped a runaway freight 
car, heavily loaded with logs, and 
stopped it just a few feet away from a 
Washington and Waynesburg passen­ 
ger train. 
Boys, playing on the car released 
the brakes, railroad authorities be­ 
lieve when the car passed one station 
at a high rate of speed, attendants 
phoned another station about a mile 
away and advised the halting of a 
passenger train which was just dis­ 
charging passengers. A few minutes 
later the car stopped just a few feet 
from the train.

Increase Federal Taxes 
If the defenders of the adm inistra­ 
tion answer th a t taxes have been re­ 
duced, they find themselvs in a sim i­ 
lar dilemma. 
The total taxes col­ 
lected are $24,000.000 more than in 
the first year of the Coolidge adm in­ 
istration. While tax-rates have been re­ 
duced and some w ar-tim e taxes aban­ 
doned, the governm ent actually took 
from the people

$383,000.000 more during the last fis­ 
cal year th an during the first year 
of the Coolidge adm inistration. And 
even these reductions in tax rates 
have been brought about prim arily 
because the adm inistration has com­

am ounting approxim ately to one % bil­ 
lion dollars, which is an obligation 
th at is being passed on to succeeding 
adm inistrations. 
I wish to focus the 
public attention on these fundam en­ 
tal facts and figures when it is fed 
with picturesque trifles about petty 
economies, such as elim inating stripes 
from mail bags and extinguishing 
electric lights in the offices at night. 
W ith this has gone a governmental

The Postm aster-G eneral states th a t 
there was a large annual waste in the 
handling of mail, resulting from lack 
of m odern facilities and equipment. 
Scarcely a large city in the country 
has adequate quarters for the tran s­ 
action of Federal business.

ernm ent pays rent in the city 
of 
W ashington alone of more th an one 
million dollars annually. 
It is es­ 
tim ated th a t the governm ent is pay­ 
ing rentals of tw enty million dollars 
in the nation. 
True economy would 
be effected by the erection of Federal 
buildings, especially in the numerous 
instances where sites acquired m any 
years ago have been left vacant be­ 
cause the adm inistration did not de­ 
sire to have these expenditures ap­ 
pear in the budget. 
It is not econ­ 
omy to refuse to spend money and 
to have our soldiers living in barracks 
which the Chief of S taff of the Army 
recently stated were indecent and be­ 
low the standard for the m eanest 
type of housing perm itted anywhere.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—Will Rogers, 
actor and humorist, has passed up 
$500,000 to come to the aid of his 
friend, Fred Stone, actor, injured in 
an airplane accident August 3. 
He is giving up movie and mono­ 
logue contracts to that amount to re­ 
turn to the New York stase and sub 
for Stone in a production booked for 
opening October 1. 
Stone’s daughter, Dorothy, will also 
appear in the production. Rogers is 
expected in New York September 10. 
The lasso artist was booked after 
sending Stone the following wire: 
“If you don’t want Dorothy to wait 
until you are entirely recovered I 
will go in the show with her, just 
to sort of plug it along till you are 
able to rejoin, and I will do the best 
I can with your part. 
Dorothy can 
keep telling me how you would have 
played it. 
Dorothy would, of course, 
be the star, and I don’t want any 
billing. 
Anything you, Dorothy and 
Dillingham say goes with me.” 


Iron And Steel Sales 
Showing Increase 


The Iron Age*in its weekly summary 
of the iron and steel trade tomorrow 
wall say: 
i 
The iron and steel market shows 
evidences of growing strength in vir­ 
tually all products, from finished steel 
to semi-finished products and pri­ 
mary materials. 
Pig iron prices, which have been 
on a downward trend since the mid­ 
dle of March are stiffening, notably 
in the Central West. Cleveland pro­ 
ducers have raised prices 50 cents a 
ton on foundry iron for shipment to 
outlying districts, and an advance by 
Chicago furnaces Is expected shortly. 
In the Valleys, prices on both basic 
and foundry iron are firmer and in­ 
quiries have been issued by four large 
melters. 8teel companies that ordin­ 
arily market surplus iron are no long­ 
er seeking business, and one steel in­ 
terest, finding Its own pig iron out­ 
put short of its requirements, is re­ 
garded as a probable buyer. 
A fac­ 
tor contributing to the revival of in­ 
terest in basic iron is the recent sharp 
advance In scrap and its continued 
scarcity at higher levels. 
Large Cleveland Sales 
Sales of merchant pig iron by Cleve­ 
land producers totaled 63,000 
tons, 
following bookings of 84,000 tons in 
the previous week, and Chicago fur­ 
naces sold 50,000 tons. 
Several Cen­ 
tral Western stacks are so well book­ 
ed that they are out of the market 
for the rest of the year. 
Two mer­ 
chant furnaces have been blown in, 
one at DuBois, Pa., and another at 
Buffalo, while the lighting of a stack 
at Chicago is an early possibility. 
Price strength extends to furnace 
coke at Connellsville, which has been 
favorably affected by a second draft 
on the spot supply of beehive fuel 
by a steel producer. 
Steel production continues at close 
to 85 per cent of capacity in the great­ 
er Pittsburgh district and at 75 per 
cent rate at Chicago. 
The average 
for all Steel Corporation subsidiaries 
is 77 per cent. New business is light 
in all products except pipe, but this 
is not surprising since consumers are 
well covered for this quarter. Meas­ 
ured by specifications against con­ 
tracts, the market is active. 
Ship­ 
ping orders for bars and sheets are 
particularly heavy, and release of hot 
and cold-rolled strip steel leave little 
to be desired. 
The sustained volume of mid-sea­ 
son activity has given producers in­ 
creasing confidence. 
Most producers 
of sheets, including the leading in­ 
terest, have adopted the advances for 
I fourth quarter recently 
announced, 
• and virtually all sheet and strip mills 
have reduced the discount for cash 
payment to Vi/ of 1 per cent. In ad­ 
dition, sheet mills at Chicago are add­ 
ing an extra of 10 cents per 100 lb. 
for orders of less than 100 tons. 
Bookings Heavy 
Bookings of the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Co. were the largest for any 
week since late in 1925, and indepen­ 
dent sheet producers appear to have 
done correspondingly as well. Wheth­ 
er heavy specifying can be attributed 
to the lower discount, which becomes 
effective Oct. 1, or to the clause in 
third quarter cancelling tonnage not 
released by Sept. 10, is not clear. In­ 
deed, 
the Pittsburgh 
view is that 
neither of these factors is an im­ 
portant 
Influence. 
Little 
evidence 
that consumers are stocking is seen, 
and current activity is ascribed to an 
unusually well-maintained 
rate 
of 
consumption. That there will be gen­ 
eral insistence on the Sept. 10 clause 
(which has been inserted in third 
quarter contracts for bars, plates and 
shapes, as well as for sheets), is in­ 
dicated by current reports. 
Price advances have been announc­ 
ed in cold-rolled strips and sheet bars. 
The latter product has been raised 
$1 a ton to $33, Youngstown, by a 
Valley maker, for fourth quarter de­ 
livery, and a leading producer of cold- 
rolled strips has announced an ad­ 
vance, effective immediately, of $2 
lo $4 a ton above recently prevailing 
prices.
